TJC sees significant growth

In the last 20 years TJC has 
continued to grow in both size and 
enrollment. 

The 1980s brought changes to 
the college, including a new presi¬ 
dent, Dr. Raymond M. Hawkins. 
Hawkins was selected to lead the 
college into what was to be “...the 
most complex and challenging era 
of its existence,” according to “A 
History of TJC: 1926-1986.” 


As president, Hawkins focused 
on the future outlook of the col¬ 
lege and implemented a Campus 
Development Plan in 1984. This 
plan was divided into two phases. 
Phase 1 was to be completed by 
1990 and Phase II by 2000. Per¬ 
haps the greatest project of both 
these phases was the construction 
of the Health and Physical Educa¬ 
tion Center in the late 1980s. 

“The design of this health com¬ 
plex is in keeping with the futuris¬ 


in campus size, enrollment 


tic educational philosophy of the 
college,” according to TJC History. 
The health complex would become 
a stepping stone into a new future 
for the college. 

“The college would no longer 
be just a two-year liberal arts in¬ 
stitution whose only role is to pro¬ 
vide the first half of a university 
education,” according to TJC His¬ 
tory. “The college has enlarged its 
programs to satisfy the “high-tech” 
needs of a space-age economy.” 


The 1990s brought an expan¬ 
sion in the technology department 
with the introduction of the inter¬ 
net as well as newer, faster com¬ 
puters. The life of a student at TJC 
would never be the same thanks to 
this new and exciting technology. 
Everything changed for the student 
in the 90s because of the internet 
and advances in computer technol¬ 
ogy. Research for a school paper 
or project could now be done with

Despite domestic vio¬ 


lence and a failed marriage, 
she continued her educa¬ 
tion, earning a bachelor of 
science degree in business 
administration while con¬ 
currently enrolled in Texas 
College and TJC. 

Then Fowler battled 
three thyroid cancer sur¬ 
geries and learned she had 
lupus and fibromyalgia. 
Although the cancer is in 
remission, she battles lu¬ 
pus and fibromyalgia every 
day. 

Fowler realized she 
holds the key to her fu¬ 
ture. She earned her mas¬ 
ter of science degree in 
interdisciplinary studies at 
the University of Texas at 
Tyler in 17 months. She 
completed the program 
while being a single par¬ 
ent, working 40 hours a 
week and taking graduate 
classes three nights a week. 
During her last semester of 
graduate school, she also

For Summer Session 
I the class will meet on 
campus May 29-June I. 
They will leave June 3 to 
spend remaining class time 
in field experience on the 
Buffalo National River in 
northern Arkansas. 

Registered students 
will earn four credit hours 


for enrolling in the four 
one-hour courses: outdoor 
adventure programs, pad- 
dlesports, outdoor recre¬ 
ation and backcountry ex- 
peditioning. 

The summer class fills 
on a first-come, first-served 
basis. 

Jack Caddell, health 
and kinesiology department 
chair, said, “If students 
want to take the course, 
they need to contact me 
first, and sign up quickly. 
We take 16 students and 
the class is filling up fast.” 

Caddell said, “Students 
will have to be willing to 
learn within the context of 


a group field expedition. 
They have to want to learn 
and enjoy being outside.” 

The Summer Field 
Studies Program philoso¬ 
phy is geared toward edu¬ 
cating students to work as a 
team while learning knowl¬ 
edge and skills for a broad 
variety of outdoor activi¬ 
ties. 

Students will travel by 
canoe, sleep on the river 
bank and explore the beau¬ 
ty and splendor of the natu¬ 
ral world. 

Caddell said, “We pad¬ 
dle anywhere from 20-50 
miles during the expedi¬ 
tion. We carry all of our 


own food and purify our 
water. It’s a completely 
self-contained trip.” 

Outdoor education not 
only enables students to 
gain wilderness skills, but 
they also improve personal 
and interpersonal commu¬ 
nication, leadership, situa¬ 
tion analysis and problem 
solving. They learn the 
value of team work and 
persevering through vari¬ 
ous environment condi¬ 
tions. 

“We have to change 
ourselves to meet the con¬ 
ditions, not the conditions 
to meet ourselves,” Cad¬ 
dell said.

Distance Education courses provide different ways of learning

“Distance Education is 
TJC’s program of cours¬ 
es using distance learn¬ 
ing delivery methods. All 
students can choose from 
three types of classes: In¬ 
ternet-based courses, tele¬ 
courses and two-way video 
courses,” Distance Educa¬ 
tion Director Ken Carver 
said. “This program was 
implemented by TJC be¬ 
cause we saw a need and 
a different way of learning 
for all people who want to 
earn a degree.” 

Carver graduated from 
Kilgore High School and 
earned a bachelor of sci¬ 
ence degree in accounting 
at Texas A&M University. 
He earned a masters degree 
in computer science at Ste¬ 
phen F. Austin State Uni¬ 
versity. Carver is married 
and has four children. 


He began teaching 
computer science here in 
1980 and started working 
in the distance education 
program last year. 

TJC provides distance 
education opportunities to 
students with special sched¬ 
uling needs at remote loca¬ 
tions and at high schools 
and other regional centers. 
Distance education may 
be acquired on the Inter¬ 
net through telecourses, on 
videocassette or cable or 
two-way interactive tele¬ 
vision at area high schools 
and other sites. 

Most Distance Learn¬ 
ing courses have scheduled 
dates for exams, papers, 
participating in discussions 
and other course exercises. 

Distance classes nor¬ 
mally require supervised 
testing either through the 
TJC Testing Center or by 
making arrangements for 


a local proctor before the 
student is accepted in the 
class. 

A health information 
technology class will soon 
be offered exclusively on¬ 
line. 

Students may take 
college courses by “Tele- 
courses,” video-delivered 
instruction. These students 
view programs on Cox 
Cable or check videos and 
DVDs out of the Library, 
Carver said. Students may 
record programs from co¬ 
cable to view at convenient 
times. Instructors have 
prepared video reviews 
or exams. Students must 
bring a new blank tape to 
the media department in 
the Library basement to 
exchange for a review tape 
they can keep. 

The videos or DVD’s 
must be returned to the Li¬ 
brary. Most courses have 


four videos with six to 
eight 30-minute lessons. 
Students may check out 
two videos at a time for 
each class. 

TJC distance learning 
students generated more 
than 6,600 enrolled this 
year, Carver said. 

Students may enroll in 
Telecourses and on-cam¬ 
pus classes through normal 
registration. Two-way or 
interactive video courses 
provide real time commu¬ 
nication between instruc¬ 
tors and students separated 
geographically. 

TJC belongs to the Vir¬ 
tual College of Texas which 
handles distance courses 
not in the TJC schedule. 

Distance Learning 
courses may require dif¬ 
ferent study skills, but they 
have the same content and 
objectives as classroom 
versions. They require 


students to have self-dis¬ 
cipline and monitor their 
own progress. 

Distance Learning 
courses require students to 
be disciplined in their work 
and habits and to do more 
reading classroom courses. 

An Internet-based 
course allows students to 
take courses from home 
by accessing a TJC virtual 
classroom on their personal 
computer. 

Although some instruc¬ 
tors have only an online op¬ 
tion for orientation, Carver 
said, almost all classes 
have opportunity for face- 
to-face orientation. 

Courses in the TJC 
catalog can be accessed 
through the Virtual College 
of Texas.
